Some people estimate the ability of a news- 
paper and the talent of its editor by the quan- 
tity of original mattor^erbicb it contains. The 
Literary Journal truthfully says: "It is eoni- 
puratively an easy task. for a frothy writer to 
pour out daily columns of words — word* upon 
any and all subjects. His ideas may flow iu

Hut as we hare said, an editor ought to be es- 
timated and his labors understood and appre- 
ciated by the general conduct of his paper — 
its tone — ils temper — its uuiform, consistent 
course — its aims — its manliness — its dignity — 
its propriety. To preserve these as they should 
be preserved, is euough to occupy, fully the 
time and attention of any man. If to this be 
lidded the general supervision of the newspaper 
establishment, which most editors have to en- 
counter, the wonder is how they can lind time 
to write at all."

Wendell Phillips jnay well be called the 
Uochefort of America, differing from him only 
in age, and. so far as the parallel ca - i bj drawn 
by the result of his plotting*, in the success 
of his undertakings, lie began his career as 
an agitator when quite as young as the in 
cjudiary Frenchm in. an 1 like him presented 
tlis specticle of an aristocrat assuming the 
lowjst arts of the d^m igogue, to in iko him- 
self the leader of his plebeian dupes. He was 
one of the earliest organ /.ers of the abolition 
crusile, lit! vjtirijs ol which, first holding 
their annual convention in New York, coull 
scireely find a hall to sit in, so unpopular and 
repulsive were the designs at the bjttum ol 
their movement. Yet. instead ot meeting the 
fate of Bochelbrt, who has been banished from 
France, and wiiosj hilloivers have been over- 
whelmed, he s^es to-diy his mist ultra 
aims established by ni'in; of a bloody war. 
an t h's chief disciples the leaders of the Sen- 
ate, while the lowest of bis fullowers have be 
com) the law-divers and Hsli -imstors of the 
people of i he South. 

Uut his work, great as h is b.'en his suc- 
cess, is not fi nianed. It his indeed but ad 
vanced to the close of the first grand act 
Thodustructi') i«of Atricin slavery was but 
a meri preliminary step, necessary to pave 
the wiy tat ihe larger scheme, to the devel 
opment of which he is now giving his alien 

titxi. 

Tne ultimate end at which he is aiming is 
A-rarianisui of the most Radial typt, seek- 
ing so to stir up ll»e pissionsof the thousands 
wh i are without property against those wlio 
Uivj it, as ultimately to lead to a redistribu- 
tion of the goods of this world, a result which 
could only be brought about alter a bloody 
struggle, even worse than the 0113 just over 
by which he succeeded in hi* initial movement. 
All this he is aiming to carry out under the 
gJ.se of a laulable undertaking, and by 
met is of an organization which he calls the 
Labor Reform party. As in the case of the 
original ami-slaveiy party, it is now but 
8m ill 111 Dumbsrs, With its headquarters in 
MiSiachusetts, and led by a few turbulent 
men, who are always trying to devise some 
plan to swindle souubody else out ol some- 
thing, and to do as little honest work them - 
se.ves as possible. Yet, it has developed 
enough of .strength and organization to hold a 
State convention, and to nominate a candidate 
for Governor of Massachusetts. 

We have before us the proceeding-; of that 
convention, which met at South l''iauiingham, | 
on the 4th lost. Of course Mr. Phillips was 
the leading figure, doing pretty much all the 
Rpeaking, and presenting the resolutions, lie 
characterizes the movement as the grandest 
and most comprehensive of the age, and iden- 
tities it as having a common purpose with the 
late communist struggle in Paris. Here is an 
extract or two: "fl there is any one feature 
which we can distinguish in all Christendom* 
under the dill'erent names, trades-union, co- 
operation, Crispins and internationals, under 
all lligs there is one great movement. It is 
for the people to take p we wi on of their own, 
and look upon this convention as the true peace 
society of t .e United States."' And further 
on in his speech he says : " I have not a 
word to utter — far be it from me — against the 
grandest declaration of popular indignation 
which Paiis wrote on the pagei of history in 
lire and blooJ. (Applause) Not a word. In 
spite of the (J ilumn Yen dome shattered and 
the palace of the Tuilcries a ruin, I honor Paris 
as the vanguaid of the internationals ol the 
world." 



j On Sunday night, about 10 o'clock, another 
: fire broke out in the same quarter of the city 
■ and north of the previous one. A heavy 
" 2? wind carried the llamcs with resistless force 
through whole blocks of wooden buildings 
across the river, and into the very heart of the 
city, the conflagration raging all day yes- 
terday, and seeming as if it would only cease 
when the material is exhausted. 

The loss inllicted by this fire is almost in- 
calculable. It may be the death-blow to 
Chicago, especially if, as is to lie feared, th^ 
insurance companies having the heaviest risks 
should be rendered bankrupt !and unable to 
pay ibeir losses ; and the loss is not con- 
fined to Chicago. Everywhere throughout 
the country are persons who have invested 
money there in real estate, (rom the rents and 
profits of which they are supported, or carry- 
on business. So that every locality in the 
West will have the loss brougiit home to it 
The destruction is (earful to contemplate, and 
1 he sulfering of the houseless thousands will 
be great. Already on nil sides it beard the 
tiiio and unfeeling remark that it is a visiln- 
lion lor her sins, as ill the case of Sodom and 
Gro morrow. But we do not take this PharT 
saical view of it. If all the wicked cities 
were to lie burned out, there would be little 
left but the rural regions. The pulpit may 
m irali/.e on the subject, but we prefer to ex- 
press our regret that such a grand city should 
nave sulfercd so disastrously, and a hearty 
sympathy with all who are involved in the 
loss.

THE EFFECT OF RADICAL RULE ON 
OUR COMMERCE. 

(From the New Tors' World.) 

In 18G1 the total registered and enrolled ton- 
nage of the United States was 3,939,8 13 tons. 
In 1870 the same lonnnge is but 3,016, l l'J Ions. 
Now, why this difference against us of l,. r >83,- 
CG4 tons ? The Radical plea is pat that there 
has bei 11 a greal war iu the meantime, as de- 
structive in proportion on the sea as upon the 
land, and the decayed slate of American ship- 
ping is due to that cause. "It is one of the 
leaulta of the war." A few figures w ill explode 
this. In the month of July, 1861, when Ins 
first battle was fought, the tonnage ot the 
United States was 5,5311,813 tons; in the month 
of July, 1803, when the war was over, that 
tonnage waso,096,781 tons; a decrease of 443,- 
tons, and this decrease is the loss of the 
war. Alabama! and Florida! ceased llien lo 
disturb Federal shipping, and from a tonnage 
of 5,096,781 ions ill 1865 our merchant marine 
should have gone on recovering its losses and 
shown in 1870 an increase by five years of 
peace. The alleged disturbing cause having 
censed to operate Ihe normal condition ot 
growth should have been renewed. So far 
from this tonnage which was 5,096.781 Ions in 
July, 1865, sunk lo 3,946,149 tons in July, 1870 
— live lull years after the last Confederate 
crnsier had disappeared from the sea. In four 
3 cars of war the decrease w as 443,032, an avc - 
age of 1 10,758 lous per annum; and in live 
years of peace succeeding war the loss was 
1,150,632 tons, an average per annum of 230,- 
126, or over double Ihe war rale. Twice as 
deadly ns Ihe Confederate navy iu embittered 
war is Ihe commercial policy of the Republican 
pally in a time of profound peace. 

lint Ihe loss in tons will perhaps only con- 
vey a vague idea of the real damage to any 
but professional eyes. In 1861 the value of our 
entire trade — export, import, and re-export — 
was $530,569,412, and ot this J3i0,827,256, or 
about two- thirds, was in American vessels. In 
1870 the total trade was 1991,857,269, and the 
value of freights in American vessell but 
$352,849,769, or something over onc-lhird. The 
trade hud about doubled, and the increase of 
the value of freights in American vessels had 
Increased less than one percent. Foreign ves- 
sels had carried the trade and the money with

foreign ships to one ill American. In the year 
1860 the aggregate of passengers was 463,496, 
and at $110 ill gold for cabin passengers, and 
$30 lor the steerage, the sum of $21,000,000 is 
involved. A pi'unce of that remains in ihe 
hands of American shippers; the rest goes into 
foreign treasuries to profit foreign lands.

NEW YORK DEMOCRATIC CONVENTI0N- 
THE ILATF0RM. ' 

Keiolved, That the Democracy of Xew York 
arraign betore the people of the Union ihe ad- 
ministration at Washington ns false to its 
pledges and lailhless lo constiluliomil law. It 
has prolonged the dissensions that followed the 
civil war, kept alive sectional animosities, re- 
lused amnesty lo submissive citizens, and has 
denied peace to tbe restored Union. It has 
set up privileged classes, and initialed a system 
of exemption from taxation to Ihe protection 
of the moneyed interest, the teudeney of w hich 
is to make the rich richer and ihe poor poorer. 
Il has squandered upon mammoth corporations 
the lands which were the pledged heritage of set- 
tlers, and it now attempts lo perpelunte its 
power by recourse to the grossest corruption, 
by direct interference of Federal office-holders 
in popular elections, and by a resort lo military 
force to repress the city tribunals of the coun- 
try, and to conirol popular assemblages and 
elections — acts and usurpations which all his- 
tory shows are strides towards despotism, and 
which, if not averted, must prove fatal to our 
Republican institutions. 

Jietolved, That we recognize the emancipa- 
tion of Ihe freedmen of the South, and ibeir en- 
franchisement and perfect equality before the 
law, as the inevitable sequence ot Ihe civil 
war and of the overthrow of the rebellion 
against the Union; and we hold it to be the 
duly of nil to sustain them in the enjoyment 
of their established rights, to aid them iu pro- 
moting Iheirown welfare an J the general pros- 
perity of the country. 

Rctohed, That we view with indignation 
the corruption nud extravagance recently 
brought lo light in Ihe management of the 
municipal allairs of New York, and denounce 
as unworthy of our countenance or toleration 
all who are responsible therefor. We pledge 
our best cfibrts to prevent the repetition ol 
such abuses, and will look with satisfaction 
Updo the punishment of all upon whom guilt 
can be fixed. We nppeal to the record and :he 
facts lo prove that the deplorable condition of 
affairs existing iu New ^ ork was inaugurated 
and foisted upon the city by a system of irre- 
sponsible government, insliluted by the Repub- 
lican party and continued by them through 
many years, under which the growth ot ex- 
travagance, peculation, and fiaud, was inevita- 
ble; and we demand on the part of our next 
Legislature such further reforms iu the city 
charier as shall secure, among other things, 
first, an early opportunity for the people of the 
city to choose new municipal officers; second, 
on the part of I be mayor, more complete re- 
sponsibility lor the subordinate departments ol 
the administration ; third, the liability of the 
mayor ot New York, with all tho mayor's 
orders to be removed by the Governor, iu til.- 
same manner us sheriffs of Counties are now 
removable, upon prool before him of mallei - 
sauce ill office or neglect of duty. 

Bunked, That experience ha9 shown the 
necessity of restraining and defining by con- 
stitutional enactments the power of towns, 
counties, and municipalities to create a debt 
and lax Ihe property of citizens. 

Btithtd, That w hile ready and, determined 
to purge the local administrations of abuses, 
we must not lose sight of the duty ol correct- 
ing tbe confessed and all-pervading corruption 
of the Federal Government, Congress and the 
Executive. Iu consummetiltg their scheme ol 
centralisation they have openly disregarded 
constitutional obligations, tampered with the 
judiciary, and so manipulated the system of ex- 
penditure, debt, and paper money, as to de- 
moralize public sentiment and to corrupt so- 
cial and business life, as wel las nearly all the 
channels of political administration; and 
profligacies in the custom-house, the internal 
revenue boards, in Ihe army and navy, and in 
the highest w alks ol cilice, its well as ill mu- 
nicipalities, are ripe fruits of this system ; and 
We call 1 lie attention of the people to the fact 
Ihal this corrupt power triumphed in and 
controlled the recent Republican Convention 
at Syracuse. 

Jte$oUffd> That the registry laws, so far from 
preventing frauds iu elections, have proved 
to be shields under the cover of which they 
can more easily be consummated: We demand 
that Some Other safeguards be provided against 
a fraudulent repetition of votes and a difhon- 
est canvass of Ihe ballots, crimes which are 
tieason lo representative government, and that 
we approve of the passage of the constitution- 
al amendment now pending, making bnbery 
a ground of eha l'-nge 0 the elector, and deny- 
ing the snlfrage alike lo him that receives and 
llim that oilers a corrupt inducement. 

Resolved, That the Democracy of the Slate, 
to sustain their confident claim ou the Suffrages 
of the people, point lo the result ol the ad- 
ministration during Ihe brief term that the 
power and responsibility of legislation have 
been in their hands. Tuey nave rescued tl.e 
ruin lo which n reckless and improvident sys- 
tem of repair conltacts I a I exposed them, they 
have restored them to the highest efficiency, 
and nt the same lime reduced the expenses and 
lowered the tolls, with such practical benefit

HOAD IMPBOVEMENT IS SoUTH FbANKKORT 

On Saturday the biddings were opened for 

turnpiking the road on the south side of the 
the river, from the railroad bridge to the 
■ Net in front of dul^e Draiu's home, in 
South Frankfort, The contract was awarded 
to Williams and Glore, the lowest bidders. 
The work has been surveyed and laid off by 
Mr. \V. McC'loy, an energetic young engineer, 
and the contractors will b.'gin work at once, 
and finish the job in about six weeks. This 
is a much needed improvement, as besides 
opening up a new route from South Frankfort 
to the Flat Creek country, it will nffori one 
of tho best pleasure drives about the city.

Un the other side is a mother 
leading her child to the bath, invited by a 
nymph playing with the springing jets of water. 

four jets, two from below and two from 
abov e, add life and variety lo the scene. 

Foul has reliefs below represent the utility 
of water, viz: navigation, mills, fisheries, 
■team. 

On the four corners are figures of children 
suggesting the enjoyments connected with 
waier, viz : A girl adorning herself with 
pearls, a buy fishing lor shells, a second fil- 
ing on skates, a third finding corals and crys- 
tals. 

The water coming from the leaves of the 
shell is to lie used as fresh drinking water by 
a separate conduit pipe, while the four upper 
jets only belong to the decoration.

Chicaoo, October 8. — 12:30 A. M. — The most 
terrible conflagration that ever occurred in this 
rily broke out about an hour and a half ago, 
hav ng already swept over six entire blocks, 
and is still raging with almost unabated fury. 
The fire started in a large planing mill, situ- 
ated between Clinlon and Canal, nnd Van 
Huren and Jackson streets, about the center of 
the block formed by these streets. 

The wind was blowing very Iresh , and the 
flames spread with almost increditable rapidity, 
and in n few minutes the entire structure was 
a mass of fire. The immediate vicinity is 
built up mainly with small wooden tenement 
houses and two-story frame huildings, occupied 
as groceries, saloons, ke. The inmates of many 
of these houses, startled from their slumber, 
bad barely time to rush from the houses in 
their scanty attire, leaving their household 
goods to destruction. 

In several instances children were hastily 
wrapped in blankets and quills, to break the 
force of their fall, and thrown from the second- 
story windows lo the ground. When the 
alarm was sounded fur this fire 

A NOTHEIt, 

Of considerable magnitude, was burning on 
Wells street, near Adams. Several engines 
were necessarily kept at work upon this. The 
rest of Ihe engines in the city were soon on the 
ground, but the fire had spread over so large an 
area that their efforts seemed of no avail. Be- 
tween Canal street and tne river were several 
lumber yards, which are entirely destroyed. 

The lire has made a clear sweep from Van 
Buren street north lliree blocks to Adams, and 
west to Clinlon, three blocks from the river. 
The wharves between Van Buren ami Jackson 
streets aro burning, and the wood work of the 
western approach to Adams street bridge is de- 
stroyed. A large coal-yard, containing thou- 
sands of tuns ol coal, and situated between the 
tracks of the Chicago and Alton and Pittsburg 
and Fort Wayne railroads and Ihe river, is on (iie 
and burning furiously. Tne immense grain 
elevator of Vincent, Nelson k Co., one of the 
finest in the city, is immediately adjoining, 
and, although intended to be lire-proof, there 
seems to be little doubt but thai it will be de- 
stroyed, as the intense heat to which it is sub- 
jected will crack the slate with which il is 
covered, both roof and side. 

Il contains many thousand bushels of grain, 
of all kinds. The depol of the Pittsburg and 
Fort Wayne, Chicago, Alton aud St. Louis rail- 
roads is situated norih of Adams and between 
Canal street ami the river. One of Ihe build- 
ings, a light wood structure, occupied as an ex- 
press office, was in flames al midnight, and is 
undoubtedly destroyed. The scenes in the vi- 
cinity of the conflagration are indescribable — 
half of the population of the city seems gath- 
ered there. Tugs iu Ihe river are engaged in 
towing to places ot saiely tiic vessels moored 
in the neighborhood, while locomotives are 
hastily pulling out Ihe great number of cms 
■tending on the track iu the path of the 
flames. 

At this writing it is impossible to give-tin 
esiimate of the losses, bill they are already 
viry large, and the lire appears to be scarcely 
checked. 

So far as could be ascertained when the re- 
portir left Ihe scene of the fire, no lives arc 
known to be lost; yet il will be miraculous if 
such should prove to be the case. 

LATER — 1:40 A. 31. 

The fire is apparently razing as fiercely as 
ever. The block of buildings on Itie north side 
of Van Buren street, thought an hour ago 
would be saved, are now wrapped in flames. 
The elevitor is sale so far, and t lie fire seems to 
bespreading south and west, notwithstanding 
the wind is now directly from the south mid 
blowing hard. The glare from the blazing 
buildings lights Ihe streets hall a mile away, so 
that oue may see to read. The entire lire de- 
partment is now on the ground, nnd making al- 
most superhuman eflbrts lo stay the Baffles. 

STILL LATER. 

One third of Ihe city in ashes. All banks, 
insurance offices, warehouses, elevators, dis- 
Iroyed. Fully ten thousand huildings burned. 
Fire still raging. The whole business portion 
of the city iu ruin*, from Harrison sfreel north 
In Chicago nvenue and east of the river to 
Lake avenue, three miles iu length and a mile 
ami a half wide. F.very hotel, bank, express 
odice, telegraph offices, theatre, and newspa- 
per offices burned.

THE OZOKE11IT CANDLES. 

Some beautiful candles, made according to 
a new process and from a novel material — 
ozokerit — are noticed in the foreign journals 
This substance is a wax-like mineral, translu- 
cent, fusible like beeswax, and slightly bitu 
tninious to the smell. It is found at the foot of 
the Carpathians, near Slanik, beneath a bed of 
bituminous slate clay, in masses of from eighty 
to one hundred pounds; and it also occurs at 
Urpetli, near Newcastle, England. When pure, 
it Is colorless, and emits a finer and more bril- 
liant light than any other substance yet used 
in the manufacture of candles. Sub products 
of this mineral also yield a substance possess- 
ing great insulating powers. 

In preparing the raw material for this pur. 
pose it is first distilled, the result being an 
oily distilate, the solid and liquid constituent 
parts of which are separated by pressure. The 
pressed solid material is then purified, by mix 
ing and stirring, by sulphuric acid, when 
melted; and, after standing for some time, in 
order to effect its complete separation from the 
acid, the floating melted material is carefully 
drenched, and thoroughly washed with hot 
water. The water having been removed, the 
material is repeatedly filtered through animal 
charcoal until the requisite degree of white- 
ness is obtained. Or, instead of the above 
method, the material may be repeatedly mixed 
with naptha and pressed; the small portion of 
naptha remaining iu the pressed cake being 
removed by the introduction of the steam until 
no more odor is perceptible, and then the only 
portions which have been removed by pressure 
are acidified with sulphuric acid, arc redistilled 
and treated with alkaline lye. 

In the candle making process, the cakes of 
ozokerit are melted, and the candles cast in 
the same way as paraftiuc. The greatest ad- 
vantage claimed for these candles is their high 
melting point, which ranges at about H0° Fall., 
and the dry aud wax-like character of the ma- 
terial. They burn with a large, white, pow- 
erful flame, and do not accumulate, in the cup 
surrounding the wick, n large quantity of liquid 
matt t. In appearance they are beautiful, 
und come out of tbe moulds with a brilliant 
surface. 

PROTECTION FROM FIRE DAMP IN MINES. 

M. Gairaud has devised a method for pro- 
venting the disastrous consequences of explo- 
sion by fire-damp, or at least for limiting 
them to mere pecuniary damage, without lost 
of life. The simple peculiarity of this plan 
consists iu determining, explosions by means 
of the electric induction spark of Puhnikorfl's 
machine before the miners descend into the 
galleries. After describing the way in which 
the wires ought to be arranged, he says that 
every day, before the miners golo their work 
Several sparks must be let off in the galleries, 
when, if an explosion occur, the gas will be 
destroyed ; if, ou the contrary, after several 
sparks there is no explosion, there is no rea. 
son why there should be with an ordinary 
lamp. It is well known that a simple prac- 
tice has been long in use though not with the 
induction spark — men being sent down into 
the galleries with lights fixed to long poles. 
They creep along holding the lights aloft — is 
the firs-damp always accumulates at the rout 
of the galleries — and thus produce explosions 
which are harmless in proportion to the fre- 
quency with which the operation is per- 
formed, 

METEOROLOGICAL INVESTIGATIONS. 

In an examination made by Professor 
Marcet, of Genera, of a long series of mete, 
orological observations, made with reference 
to the influence of the moon on the Weather, 
he foiindVlhat that influence on the rain-fall 
must he regarded as nothing. (Iu the ques- 
tion of changes of weather, he found by cal- 
culation that the average probability of a 
change of weather on any day is 0.120, that 
the probability of a change of weather on the 
day of full moon is 0.121, and new moon, 
0.125; for the day after the full moon, 0.143. 
and for the day af.er the no^v moon, 0.118. 
Iljlli at new and full moon these changes 
were found to have been from foul to fair one 
hundred and six times where they were fioni 
lair to foul seventy-seven times. The con- 
clusion arrived at by llugeaod on this pomt 
was, that eleven" limes out of twelve the 
weather during the whole moon follows the 
weather of the fifth day of the moon if, on the 
sixth day, it remains us it was on the the fifth; 
nnd nine times out of twelve it follows the 
fourth day if on the sixth day it follows the 
fourth. 

Mr. Harrison, the eminent meteorologist, as- 
certained from a study of the thermomc. 
trie observations at Greenwbich, that there is 
a tolerably constant increase of temperature 
from the new moon to the full, and a decrease 
from the full moon to the first quarter; also, 
that the maximum of rainy or dowdy days 
corresponds with the first half of the lunar pe- 
riod and the maximum of fine, clear days 
with the last half — the fact, in this case, being 
attributed by Mr. Harrison to the dispersing 
uction of the full noon upon the clouds. - 

This dispersing'Jaclion has been accounted 
for thus : The heat rays of the moon are al- 
most inappreciable even to the most delicate 
instruments. Now Melloni found that the 
index of an extremely sensitive thermo-elec- 
tric pile scarcely moved when a moonbeam was 
concentrated on it by lens so powerful that a 
sunbeam thus converged would have burned 
platitium into vapo'. The heat rays sent from 
the moon, therefore, must be intercepted 
nnd absorbed by the earth's atmosphere; 
and, being thus concentrated in the upper 
strata, the heat necessarily warms that region 
nnd thus dissipates the cicada and hinders 
their formation. The full moon will, there, 
fore, clear the sky, and by so doing, will lower 
the temperature of the earth, keeping its heat 
IronT radiating into space. The new moon, 
deprived for some lime of the sun's heat, is in. 
capable of exercisin j a similar influence, and 
the rainy or clowdy days are therefore more 
frequent during'tue first half of the lunar pe- 
riod. 

CAPER FOLDING MACHINE. 

The operations of Loth folding and stitching 
are ingeniously combined in u machine invented 
in Switzerland, and which can be worked by 
cither hand or steam, a boy being sufficient to 
inanaye it. The sheets are put singly tinder 
tbe points of the machine, in the same manner 
ns iu the printing machine. A knife moving 
up and down takes hold of the sheet lengthwise 
in the centre, draws it through a slit in the 
table, and the first fold is made. The knife 
returns instantly, and the sheet is taken by a 
6econd vertical knife, folding it at right angles 
to the first fold. Before the third fold is made 
the stitching operation commences; two needles, 
provided with hooks, passing through the mid- 
dle of the sheet about an inch distant from 
each other, draw through the cotton unwound 
from a bobbin and cut to the required length. 
The sheet is then folded a third lime by a 
knife acting at angles with the second one, 
which most ingeniously takes hold of the sheet 
and pushes it between a pair of ribbed rollers, 
whence it passes directly to another pair of 
polished rollers, and remains glazed on the 
table. So correctly and truly does this ma- 
chine work, that the sheets are folded and 
stitched with the utmost exactitude in the 
center, and are so well pressed that the binder 
can immediately begin wrapping. It is, more- 
over, so constructed as to fold the largest as 
well as the smallest sheets; and both the stitch, 
ing and the pressing apparatus, or each 
singly, may be detached by the loosening of a 
screw.
